Lauded and Abused. 


What are the facts as to Hearst? 


Not what his friends say or what his 
enemies say, bui. what the record says. 
He has been called every uncompli- 
lowtary name in the dictionary and 


that are not in the dictionary. 


Los'Angeles Eiauifner. The mere list 
looks formidable; the immense circula- 
tion of the papers makes it more for- 
midable. They go literally to millions. 
-Nor does (be Hearst influence stop 
e\eu there. 
Many more big papers 


publish his syndicated matter. Now, 
it is all very \\ell to cry "yellow jour 
nalism" at these papers. They are yel- 
low, 
but the cry eloes little or no 


good. They are here, and they show 
uu intention of staying. They are be- 
ing patterned all over the earth. For 
better or worse, they have started a 
new style of journalism. People want 
them, want them bud, possibly want 
them because they are bad. • To stand 
oft' and call these papers names has 
about as much effect as to cry "Shoo!" 
at a-cyclone. 


Lives In His Papers. 


The nest apparent thing is that these 


papers are of Hearst, by Hearst and 
for Hearst. He makes them and they 
in turn make him. The Old idea that his 
employees do bis thinking has passed 
out. 
He does his own thinking, writes 


liis own editorials, dictates his own 
policies, makes up his own forms. 11 
is his will that rules, his mind that 
shapes, his spirit that permeates. He 
Is yellow journalism incarnate. 
For 


nearly a quarter of a ceutury he has 
been building it. His whole life has

Vucb of this abuse has been from pa- 
pers whose business he has injured or 
from special interests that he has op- 
jpoied, but not all. Respectable, cul- 
iared and good people have been shock- 
ed by his journalism and political 
methods. On the other hand, he has 
4>een lauded, fulsomely lauded, mostly 
In his own papers, it is true, but not 
mJone there. Much of the praise has 
come from working people and from 
those who hold humanitarian ideas. Is 
it possible to brush aside this maze of 
contradictions and 
find the actual 


Hearst? The great public is disinter- 
ested and desires to form a just esti- 
mate. Any man is entitled to a square 
deal, to fair treatment and to no more 
than that Eliminate self interest, puss 
up the special pleaders, cut out preju- 
dice, and we are iu a position to den! 
•with realities. Let us get rid of the 
Idea that the man wears either halo 01 
horns. What is he in himself? What 
does he stand for? 


The fact that is most apparent, that 


sticks out farthest into public con- 
sciousness, is that he has wealth. His 
father was a California bonanzn king 
aud as a consequence became United 
States senator. The son i« a multi- 
millionaire, but that does not explain 
Hearst 
Hundreds of men have a<* 


much money who have scarcely ivpu 
beard of. or only beard of h-M-ause of 
ttoelr dollars. This man is rk-b, but 
lie is something more.

of these journals have continued. 
Every employee on theui might step 
dowu and out and still they would be 
unchanged. Hearst is their architect 
nnd master. The fact Is now generally 
admitted. One other thiug: They will 
never smite the hand that made them. 
They will never prove disloyal to their 
kinc. They will always boom W. R.— 
pardon me—William Randolph Hearst 
Whenever he is a candidate—and even 
when he i<s uot—they will sound his 
praxes, sound them on every pase and 
through every department, sound them 
on the news p.-iges. in the editorials, 
on the woman's pase. on the sporting 
pane and even in the cartoons.

There 
are too-many toes tbut might be tram- 
pled. 
The other Hearst policies ara 


well known. He hammers tbe trusts 
and the predatory rich not only In bis 
papers, but iu the courts; he believes In 
municipal ownership of light, water 
aud transportation; he believes In na- 
tional ownership of railroads and tele- 
graphs; he advocate*"the rights of labor 
with the big "L;" he la against the 
bosses and grafters; be stands for tem- 
perance; he Is an advocate of Ameri- 
canism; he is an ardent supporter of 
the public schools; he Is an advocate Of 
old fashioned Democracy and of new 
fashioned Democracy also; be upholds 
not only tbe rights of the individual, 
but believes in bringing 6"ut the iuher- 
ent powers of the individual, going al- 
most to the ground of what is called 
the new thought,- and, over and above 
everything else, be believes In Hearst. 


Now, 
everybody advocates most of 


these things and ruauy advocate all 
of them, even including tbe last. They 
may not scream their convictions in as 
large type as that employed in the 
Hearst papers; they may not red ink 
their political creed, but they stand 
for it just as firmly even if more quiet- 
ly. Some people think they can sup- 
port principles without using a fire 
alarm, a bass drum and a journalistic 
tin pan. 


Another thing that Mr. Hearst has 


demonstrated is that he can speak. 
His mayoralty campaign showed that. 
True, he is no orator as Brutus—or 
Bryan—Is, but he can make himself 
understood. In tbe beginning of his 
fight he read his remarks, but toward 
the end be did not, and bis last 
speeches were his best. 


A Winner of Votes. 


Still one other thing he has made 


clear—he is a vote getter. In his two 
races for congress he ran away from 
everything. As for the mayoralty, nine 
out of ten New Yorkers believe he was 
elected. Anyway he came so near to it 
that the other fellow was out of breath 
and purple in the face. To make that 
sort of a record with no political or- 
ganization behind him is quite a feat. 


These things at best, however, are 


only the adjuncts, the outward evi-. 
dences, of Hearst What Is be in him- 
self? As to his private life, many yel- 
low things have been whispered. 'Some 
of them have been said out loud. Since 
his marriage, though, this sort of talk 
has died down. At present be appears 
a model husband and father, takes 
great delight in his home and is es- 
pecially proud of bis little son, George 
Randolph Hearst 
As for the past- 


well, there are other and more pleas- 
ant subjects to talk about Why not 
cut that out? 


In person Mr. Hearst is above six 


feet in height, of athletic build, clean 
looking, well dressed and gentlemanly. 
In fatt, he is the very antithesis of his 
papers—smiling, serene, quiet and even 
shy. His face has a certain mild cast 
that Is as far from red ink and scare 
heads as one can Imagine. Of bis bash- 
fuluess there Is not tbe slightest ques- 
tion. Every one who ever met him has 
remarked it Sometimes it even gives 
him a certain vapid smile that led to 
his being called a "Willie boy." 
To 


strangers he hardly ever ventures an 
opinion, or, if he does, gives It in a 
sort of tentative, please-excuse-me man- 
ner, as though he -were offering apol- 
ogy for doing anything so rash. Yet 
this shrinking daisy of a man is the 
one who persistently shouts of his vir- 
tues through eight newspapers and 
used them and his money to boom him- 
self for president of the United States. 
Some people have called him "Hearst 
the enigma," but-to me it seems a bet- 
ter appellation would be "Hearst the 
paradox." 


Yet the impression of mildness Is not 


all that is conveyed by the Hearst fea- 
tures. Back of the softness and the 
smile are a strong chin, a fighting nose 
and an eye that is truly remarkable. 
It Is such an eye as one might imagine 
belonged to Napoleon. Large, gray, lu- 
minous, steady, it looks through and 
through 
-whatever it 
contemplates. 


There is no shrinking in that eye, no 
shifting or evasion, no timidity, no look 
of being startled. Some people would 
call it a great eye. At least it is a nota- 
ble one. 


Rarely Speaks In Congress. 


Hearst's methods in congress are pe- 


culiar. He is seldom on the floor, 
scarcely ever makes a speech and only 
occasionally votes. Yet though hardly 
•ever making a move himself, be has 
shown ability to stir up a hornets' nest 
on more than one occasion. Sitting: 
quietly on the small of hTs back, he 
whispers orders to his handful of lieu- 
tenants, and they do the rest 


Hearst is of good blood, bis mother, 


the noted philanthropist Phebe Hearst, 
coming from an old Virginia family. 
He is well educated, bailing from Har- 
vard. He knows a good painting, as bis 
aumerous purchases in Europe testify. 
He does not smoke or drink, lives 
quietly, never goes in society. 3s broad 
and tolerant in his religious views and 
ba* shown patriotic and humanitarian 
Impulses on very many occasions, tbe 
last notable instance having been con- 
nected with the Sao Franci<»co disaster. 


Altogetber he is a new and interest- 


ing type in American public life and 
probably will be a force for many 
years to come, a* he is only forty-three. 


«;t now !t is certain that he will be a 


candidate for jrovernor of New York 
either on Jtie Democratic ticket or as 
«n independent It is just as certain 
that be wKl make others know be is 
running. 


After that—who knows?

Moscow. May 7.—As he was being 


driven to tHe palace. Vice Admiral 
DoubaasolT, governor general of MOB- 


COW, 
was injured by the explosion of 


a bomb, which was thrown at his car- 
riage. His aide-de-camp, a. sentry and 
the would-be assassin were mangled 
fatally. The generalwasreturningfiom 
the L'spenski cathedral, and the out- 
rage took place outside the carrage 
entrance to his palace. 
Several by- 


standers were injured. 
According to

Always drag a little earth towards 


the center of the croad

the edges of the traveled way.

erably controlled tty" the 
driver, ac- 


cordingly as he -stkiids near the 
ting end or away from it. 


When the roads' are first dragged 


after a very muddy spell the wagons 
should drive if possible to 'one side 
until tbe roadway has a chance to 
freeze or partially dry out. 


The best results frcim dragging are 


obtained only by repeated 
applica- 


tion?.
